DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,5-8, 10, 12, 13, 15, are 17-23 are allowed. 

In regard to claim 1 , the prior art does not teach or render obvious the method 
including the combination wherein testing needles form contacts between the testing 
card and the integrated circuit, and wherein the testing needles are for placement on 
contact areas of the integrated circuit for storing data on the integrated circuit and 
wherein the different wavelengths of light are applied via light-emitting diodes that are 
mounted atop the testing card and in the combination as claimed. 

Claims 5-7, 1 7, and 20-22, further limit allowable claim 1 , and, therefore, are also 
allowable. 

In regard to claim 8, the prior art does not teach or render obvious a light- 
sensitive integrated circuit that stores correction data for use in correcting a wavelength- 
dependent output signal of the light-sensitive integrated circuit, the wavelength- 
dependent output signal being an electrical signal; wherein the correction data is 
derived using the temperature of the external light source, and wherein the light- 
sensitive integrated circuit and the temperature sensor are both on the semiconductor 
substrate and in the combination as claimed. 

Claims 15, 18, and 23, further limit allowable claim 8, and, therefore, are also 
allowable. 
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In regard to claim 10, the prior art does not teach or render obvious correcting 
the information about the wavelength of the light using the temperature to thereby 
produce corrected information; and correcting the output signal using the corrected 
information, the output signal being an electrical signal, and the output signal being 
corrected based on a sensitivity of the photodiode and based on a temperature 
dependence of the external light source; wherein the integrated circuit and the 
temperature sensor are both on a semiconductor substrate, the semiconductor 
substrate comprising silicon and in the combination as claimed. 

Claims 12, 13, and 19, further limit allowable claim 10, and, therefore, are also 
allowable.
